•how cau.*e why the license ,of Adler'a 
restaurant, the Bay State, should not 
be revoke'!, but the commission refused 
to hear him at all on the subject. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 7.—At tha

SAN FRANCISCO, June 7.—Thus far the prosecution has failed 


o prove that the French restaurants were either closed by Schm^'s 
jrder or deprived of their licenses as a means of making them, pay 
lackmail. The testimony of Dr. Joseph Poheim, former polite 
ommissioner, did not go far to establish the theory of the prosecu- 
ion that there was a conspiracy to which Schmitz was a party to 
extort money from the French restaurant keepers. 


Poheim is a good-looking chap with a brown moustache and 


round cheeks. I am told he is Jewish on his father's side and Irish 
on his mother's. The race blend appears to be a good one so far as 
appearances go. Poheim went on the police board after the French 
restaurants had lost their licenses. He said he thought at first that 
he owed his appointment to Ruef's influence, but learned later that 
ic owed it to the mayor entirely. 


In answer to Campbell, he said he did not know that the influ- 


ence of Dr. James W. Ward, then president of the Board of Health, 
but said he knew Dr. Ward was his friend. Poheim was a member 
of the health board prior to becoming a police commissioner. 


Poheim succeeded Howell, a hdld-ovef from the Phelan. regime, 


as police commissioner. As Howell had always voted in favor of 
icensing the French restaurants, Poheim's election did not affect 
the situation. Poheim was also in favor of licensing them, and wai 
not asked to do so prior to his appointment. 


The mayor only spoke to him once about the matter, stating 


that it was bad politics to hold up the licenses, as the restaurant men 
had many influential friends and had been allowed to run for many; 
years undisturbed. He agreed with Reagan that the meeting at thfl 
mayor's house on Sunday in January, 1905, was called to settle the 
question of the presidency of the police board. 
Drinkhouse and 


Reagan had framed it up to elect Drinkhouse president, when the 
mayor wanted Poheim. Hutton, the fourth commissioner, was 
non-grata with the administration and was involved in a nasty per- 
sonal scandal. 


After Drinkhouse and Reagan had been scolded by Schmitz for 


ignoring his wishes, they consented to vote for Poheim, though; 
Drinkhouse grumbled, saying he had served longer than Poheim and 
thought he had a better right to be the presiding officer. 


Schmitz said he wanted a president who could devote more time 


to police commission business, and desired a man through whom he 
could express his wishes without sending for the whole board. 


Poheim admitted that the French restaurant matters came up 


incidentally after" the real business of the meeting was over. 


Reagan said Ruef brought it up, but Poheim was uncertain who 


mentioned it first. When Ruef asked if Reagan would vote for 
granting the licenses, Schmitz said he had asked him twice, and 
would not ask him again as he did not want to make Reagan appear

he was still the mayor's friend. The glass business, which is popu- 
larly supposed to have compelled Poheim's retirement from the police 
board, was only lightly touched upon in cross-examination.

license matter because he was a political boss. Tc 
Poodle Dog, said the same thing at first, but under 
examination said he employed Ruef as a lawyer. Loupy said he 
first spoke to Ruef, who was a regular patron of his place, about 
securing his services. He did so because Constantine, of Tortoni*a, 
had lost his license, and he was afraid he would lose his own. Ruef; 
at first said he didn't want to have anything to do with it, but in' 
response to Loupy'3 pleadings said he would take the cases and da 
the best he could for f7000 a year for two years. 


After consenting to take the place, Ruef said: "I don't want to' 


deal with anybody but you. Get the. others together and make up 
the money and give it to me in currency; I don't want any checks." 


Subsequently Pierre Priet, of Marchand's, talked to Rulf, who 


finally agreed tp accept $5000 a year. The money wais paid and 
Ruef appeared before thtf Police Commission, and after some delay, 
the licenses were renewed.

The one man who has come out of the chief ol police contest 


with disgrace is ex-Commissioner Biggy; Lieutenant Esola, who 
las been the subject of attack for the sole reason that the Examiner 
had suggested him as a. proper man for the place, has achieved 
credit before the people. He has carried himself with a dignity under 
an unjust attack, and though the State was scoured for men to 
malign him, only two drunken 'jailbuds were found to say a word to 
his discredit 
— 


Better things were expected of Commissioner Biggy. He had 


come out of the Legislature with «, good reputation, and it was sup- 
posed that after he had passed this test he would prove worthy of 
ligher things. It was discovered too late that his record in th,e 
Legislature was due not to his honesty and strength of character, 
but to the fact that his vote was not needed by the corruptionists, 
and that those who know of certain discreditable facts kept silent 
when they should have spoken. 
;t 


When Biggy found the opportunity of office, he lost little time in 


revealing his character. As Mayor Phelan points, out in his state- 
ment to^the Board of Supervisors, Biggy violated every personal and 
official promise he had made. Says Mayor Phelan: 


"I find on investigation that Mr. Biggy has, contrary to the char- 


ter, rendered it impossible for the board to hold executive sessions, 
authorized by Section 4, Chapter 4, Article 8 of that instrument, by 
revealing the proceedings of such sessions. . . . The three commis- 
sioners other than Mr. Biggy have complained to me of the violation 
of the charter, and have stated that it was their intention not. to set 
with Mr. Biggy, and that they have informed him that hereafter, 
when executive sessions were held they, the said three members, 
would sit by themselves. ..." Furthermore, at the meeting held 
Jan. 25, Mr. Biggy, apparently realizing his position, asked leave 
of his colleagues to reveal certain of their proceedings, which was de- 
nied. He did not respect their decision, after submitting himself to it, 
and violated the executive session. I am furthermore informed by 
the other three commissioners that the statement that he did make 
on that occasion was not only unauthorized but untrue. 


"In my official capacity, a* authorized by the charter, I attended 


a meeting of the Police Commissioners, held on January 26, with a 
view ol promoting harmony, and have personal knowledge of Mr. 
Biggy*! conduct. The board was in executive session, and then and 
there I made a suggestion, since revealed, requesting that it be not 
made public for good and sufficient reasons, but hearing that execu- 
tive sessions had been violated by Mr. Biggy, I personally pledged 
him in advance to respect my confidence, to which he solemnly 
agreed. He forwith violated his word, however, and gave full pub- 
licity to that meeting." 


In plain English Biggy lied to his fellow commissioners, he lied 


to the public, and he lied to the mayor. At the same time he violated 
the charter and destroyed th'e harmony and efficiency of the depart- 
ment he was appointed to guard. 
** 


Why this man should destroy his reputation for the sake of cer- 


tain toterests that were making use of him for their temporary pur- 
pose cannot be known. Whatever reward he received it was enough 
to purchase his honor. He will now have an opportunity to learn 
how much it is worth to him.

It is a regrettable thing when a man who has posed a* & man 


of high morality falls as soon as he is put in a place to be tempted. 
It spreads the false theory that all men have their price, and renders 
it more difficult to get good men to serve the public. 


Biggy reaches his level, a pitiful spectacle. The circumstance 


that he is unconscious of his own degradation makes it only the more 
complete. It is sometimes unavoidable^that the public should be de- 
ceived and that such men should creep into office before they reveal 
their true character. 


Fortunately the charter provides the way by "Which the mistakes

Here is the list: One gold band en- 
gagement ring set with a 
diamond, 


valued at $50; one gold brooch $20; 
one lady's waist J2.60; 
one lady's 


skirt. J12.60; one lady's suit, $18,60; 
total, $103.60, 


Love is a plasterer, 34 years of age 


and lives at Twenty-second and Castro 
streets. The complaint recites that he 
registered at the matrimonial bureau 
of Mrs. J. Wolters at 1711 Geary street 
and 
made 
application for a wife. 


Through Mrs. Wolter* he became ac- 
quainted with Miss Jennings last Feb- 
ruary. On April 13 Ix>ve, disregarding 
sur-erstltion, plighted troth wit/h the 
affinity, -whose address had cost him 
$5. Then came the presents, beginning 
with the ring and followed at brief In- 
tervals by the brooch, the waist, the 
•skirt and the suit. 


All these gifts, Love alleges, were 


bestowed with the understanding thai 
Miss Jennings waa soon to marry him. 
After she go' the suit her love cooled, 
and on May le^she flatly refused -to be- 
come Love's bride.

jury Returns Verdict After an 


Hour's Deliberation —Sen- 


tence on Tuesday. 


"Guilty" was the verdict of-the Jury in 


Superior Judge Kelvin's court last night 
after'about an'hour's deliberation on the 
guilt or innocence of Ira Butler, the young 
man who held up alx men in the Albany 
Buffet on the night of February 26 last 
and got away with 1467.51.

Passmore, in the extreme southern end 
of Berks county, lives John Glase, tho 
only old-time potter, who Btlll makes 
tho quaint earthen crocks and apple- 
butter pots, dear to the hearts of in- 
dustrious potters. 


Years ago there were many smalt 


potteries In the Pennsylvania German 
communities, turning out pote of alt 
kind*, pitplatee, dishes and pltchei s 
of red clay. They were located prin- 
cipally In Berks, Bucks and Montgom- 
ery counties. 


One hundred and twenty-five years 


ago the Glase pottery was erected by 
a family of Industrious potters, anil 
every year since has been in operation. 
Within its walls more than a cen- 
tury ago many a piece of the now 
famous tulipware was made, finely 
decorated. 
These dishes were noted 


for the Inscriptive phrases. 
Another 


ware was that decorated with 
the 


fuchsia 


POTTERS USED TO BE POETS. 
The Pennsylvania German 
potters 


were noted as poets, and the short 
venres they Inscribed brought forth 
much merriment, and does at this time. 
One of the finest pieces of this old- 
fashioned earthenware Is in the private 
collection of ex-Governor Pennypack- 
er, the Inscription on which is a* fol- 
lows: 


"Lieber will ich ledlg leben, 


Als die frau tile honsen geben, 


For das machd sorgen." 


Meaning. 
"Rather will I

Glase, In his younger days, occasion- 


ally set off one of his earthen pieces 
with an English saying, like this:

"Alle Jungfrauen auf der erden, 
Worten gern BU welber werden." 


Which means: 
"All young women

While Glasse still makes plates, the 


The 
Gtosse pottery produces its ware from 
the clay taken from the flelds nearby, 
which is common to the three counties. 


HOW QLA88E DOES HIS WORK. 
Whe_n taken from the beds the clay 


la first .well aoaked with water and 
broken and ground In a crude mill. 
The potter then takes it in tils hands, 
and, after kneading and rolling it many 
times, forms it In large balls.

board. He takes a piece of the right 
weight to his turning wheel, resembling 
a grindstone *et^ horizontally, and as 
the -wheel revolve* he shapes the clay 
deftly.

LATEST NEWS FROM NEVADA GOLD FIELDS 


GOLDFIELD, June 7.—Another 
rich 


•trOte was made on the McNaui'hton 


on the Mohawk last Sunday, a vein 


of ore being uncovered on the 300-foot 
level that runs several thousand dollars 
to the ton. 
This is tne aame vein that 
wa* cut on the 100-foot and the 200-foot 
level* and ax it has now bean uncovered 
In a dozen different places In the work- 
in** th* manager* of the lea** are confi- 
dant that they have an Immense body of 
high-grade ore, The ledge from which 
the gold bearing rock is being taken is 
an extension of the rich Rod Top ledjre. 
A sample of the rock, taken from the 
workings last Sunday, plainly shows veins 
of tellurium on the surface while the face 
of the rock is almost covered with rusty 
gold. 
i The leasers have already shipped sev- 
eral carloads of the ore and shipments 
will be made every day from now on. The 
shipments will average several hundred 
dollars to t)ie ton. The first carload that 
was sent out ran fSO a ton, but the ore 
was mixed with considerable quantity of 
dirt and refuse, no attempt at- sorting 
having been made. 
The lease Is cer- 
tainty in a big body of bonanza ore the 
extent of which time alone can tell. Sta- 
tions are now being cut at the 300-foot 
level and the ledge will b* thoroughly 
explored and opened up. 
The company 
is prepared to tak* out large quantities 
of the rich rock and sloping will begin 
as soon as the extent of the find has 
been definitely determined. 
"Billy" Reynolds, who had charge of 
the Hayes-Monette lease on the Monawk 
during the period of its phenominal out- 
put of high-grade ore, has been placed 
In charge of The McNaughton lease. The 


leo»e is well equipped with a double com- 
partment shaft and a new thirty-horse- 
power hoist was installed a few days ago. 
An air compressor .ajid machine drills 
will also b* installed at once and «v«rv 
preparation made for a big and rapid 
production.

The Higginson lease on the Jumbo Ex- 
tension has completed the connection 
with the McNaughton leas* on Mohawk 
No. 2, and there Is now plenty of fresh 
air In the workings. The connection was 
made by »n upraise from the 230-foot 
level of th« Hlgginson lease to the 170- 
foot level of the McNaughton lease.

It is expected that a few rnor* 
shots will bresik Into the vein that !» 
known to trend in that direction. . 
Before tho labor troubles on exceeding- 
ly rich vein was encountered in the north 
drift 
which was in 190 feet, from the 
shaft 
on the 200-foot level, the assays 
running Into the hundreds of dollars to 
the ton, and stringers going even higher. 
When operations were leauined, however, 
it was found after unwatering tlie snaft 
that the drift had caved in for almost it* 
entire length, making it dangerous to 
continue work in it. 
It was then decided 
to sink deepei and undercut tho vein, 
and the shaft was sent down thirty-five 
feet further. 
In the meantime work 
had been resumed on the east drift and 
the indications were so promising that 
the energies of the miners were directed 
to pushing tho work in that direction. 
Tho lease is equipped with a hoist and 
nil necpssa>-y machinery and indications 
are that a good 'body of shipping ore will 
soon be encountered.
